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DOWNWARD PRICE TRENDS 
Many p eop le are beg inning to wonder whether 
the long and steady decline in p rices of farm 
p rodu cts has been abou t conclu ded or is ju st 
g etting well u nder way . It is p ointed ou t now 
that in the case of some commodities the p rice 
is less than it was in 1933 when one takes into 
consideration the six ty cent dollar now being 
used. 
The Alex ander Hamilton Institu te in a recent 
su rv ey p ointed ou t that we are now ap p arently 
following a p attern marked ou t after the Na­ 
p oleonic wars and ou r own civ il stru g g le. It shows 
th at after the Nap oleonic wars the g eneral trend 
of commodity p rices was down for twenty -eig ht 
y ears before there was a real interru p tion. 
Following the Civ il war p rices of commodities 
showed a similar trend. This time the decline 
lasted for thirty -three y ears, and was not 
terminated u ntil Ju ne, 1897 , following the so- 
called Grov er Clev eland dep ression. 
After the World war the p rice index reached 
a p eak of 167 .2 in May 1920. Since then there has 
been a downward mov ement, and u p to this 
time, the Institu te p oints ou t, the p rice p attern 
has'followed p retty closely the two p atterns cu t 
ou t in the nineteenth centu ry . 
If the p arallel is to be carried ou t we still hav e 
a g reat distance to g o with declining p rices. Up 
to this date the p rice lev el has been on a decline 
for only nineteen y ears. If the trend continu es 
as was the case following the two p rev ious wars, 
then the downward mov ement may not be ar­ 
rested u ntil 1948 and mig ht continu e ev en u ntil 
1953. 
The long term downward p rice mov ements of 
the nineteenth centu ry were both interru p ted 
by temp orary rallies, and it is ap p arent that the 
rally which beg an in March, 1933, was of a sim­ 
ilar character. The p rice trend has been down­ 
ward since Ap ril, 1937 , su g g esting that the long 
term downward p rice trend has been resu med, 
ju st as it was resu med after the p ost-Nap oleonic 
war rally and after the p ost-Civ il war rally . Since 
Ap ril, 1937 , when the p rice index was 88.0, the 
index has declined to the cu rrent fig ure of 7 6.7 , 
which is ap p rox imately the low for the p resent 
mov ement. The p resent p rice index is still hig h 
as comp ared with the lowest lev els to which 
p rices drop p ed after the p ost-war rallies of the 
nineteenth centu ry . 
Does this mean that the downward curv e has 
a g reat distance to g o before it is finally ar­ 
rested? 
And in case there is another g eneral 
war before the decline seems to hav e sp ent itself, 
what will hap p en then? Of course, there is no 
man su fficiently g ifted with p rop hecy to g iv e 
u s the rig ht answer. 
In v iew, howev er, of the ex p eriences we hav e 
had since ou r cou ntry became a nation it would 
seem that world forces are at work which make 
the p u ny if ex p ensiv e efforts of Mr. Wallace and 
the AAA as somewhat fru itless. 


SOUND ADVICE 
In the flood of foreig n war p rop ag anda which

is eng u lfing the p ublic at this time, seeking to 
make us Eu rop ean conscious ag ain so th at we 
can rep eat ou r adv entu re of twenty y ears ag o 
in which* we sav ed the world for democracy , took 
on ten billion dollars worth of p hony foreig n 
debts and p lu ng ed ou rselv es into the g reatest 
p anic in history , it is reassu ring occasionally 
to note an island of sanity and calm reasoning . 
Only a few day s ag o former President Hoov er 
p ointed ou t the folly of adop ting a course in 
the United States which would lead u s inev itably 
into another World war. More recently Bain- 
bridg e Colby , secretary of state u nder President 
Wilson, issued some sou nd adv ice on foreig n 
p olicy in an address before the Sons of the 
American Rev olution. In p art, Mr. Colby said: 
“Thing s hav e been said and done in Washing ­ 
ton within recent weeks in connection with the 
v ariou s forms in which the threat of war has 
been p rojected u p on p ublic attention, which all 
g ood men dep lore. This is no time for stag e 
p ostu ring or making the welkin ring or inv oking 
cheap ap p lau se. Strong men do not stoop to 
these ex p edients. 
“The American p eop le know their cou rag e and 
streng th. They hav e g iv en p roof of both and 
there isn’t mu ch dou bt in the world abou t either. 
And they don’t want to be p lay ed u p on or in­ 
cited or p rop ag andized. They want their cou ntry 
to sp eak the lang u ag e of matu re and resp onsible 
men deserv ing of resp ect, and able to ex act it. 
“In fact, we hav e become so resp onsiv e to ev ­ 
ery shift and tu rn of Eu rop ean mov ement that 
we could hardly be more so if we were a p u p p et 
state in sou theastern Europ e, ev en a member 
of the Balkan Leag ue itself. 
“We in this cou ntry know nex t to nothing abou t 
sou theastern Europ e, nothing that ap p roaches 
tru e insig ht into its p roblems of race, relig ion, 
lang u ag es, history , hatreds, riv alries, blood-feu ds, 
dup licities, ambitions and asp irations which de­ 
termine the condu ct and p olicies of these irre­ 
concilable frag ments of national ex istence. 
“Are we not content to be ou t of it and far 
from it? Is there any conceiv able v iew of ou r 
national interest which comp els u s to ju mp into 
this national cau ldron, or stop p ing short of war, 
to use a p hrase which lately has become familiar 
ev en to scald ou r fing ers in it? ” 
Mr. Colby dep lored attem p ts to cast reflections 
on the men who are termed isolationists be­ 
cau se they want to keep ou t of Eu rop ean war 
and remarked that “the g reat trou ble with g reat 
thinkers is that they often think wrong .” 
He 
conclu ded: 
“The p eop le of the United States will u n­ 
dou btedly g o to war if they want to and ov er­ 
whelming ly resolv e to. Bu t we hav e no desire 
to be stamp eded or. to be carried into ru inou s or 
irrev ocable decisions by hy steria. 
We do not 
want to be fodder for p rop ag anda.” 
It is g ood to know that there are men inside 
and ou tside of the Senate and the House of Rep ­ 
resentativ es who see clearly , think sanely and 
are on the cu rv es of the international p rop a­ 
g andists at home and abroad.

Mary Beard, director of the Red 
Cross Nursing Service, said today 
the organization is admirably 
eq uipped to cooperate with the
